The Gentleman bireth him for half the 
Wages he deferveth ; foon after Trade being brisk, the 
Man tells him be can have fo much more Wages, and 
hopes be will confider this, and the Mafter faith he 
will not confider bim any more, nor Releafe him, but 
pays bim according to the former Bargain ; whether 
this be Fuft and Right. 

A. The Gentleman's proceedings cannot be Ex- 
cus'd, nor He Acquitted of Injuftice, fince he does 
not allow the Poor, Man an Equivalent for his La- 
bor. When our Saviour fays, the Labourer 1s Wor- 
thy of his Hire, he intends an Agreement Propor- 
tionable to the Value of his Work. For orherwife 
it cannot be derermin’d, whether he be Worthy of 
his Hire or No, till, what the Bufinefs, he Performs, 
and the Agreement, he makes, are, be particularly 
known. And therefore thatSentence of ourLord’s im- 
plicitly charges Injuftice upon thofe, who Pay their 
Servants Lefs rhanthey Deferve. And indeed,what 
is this but to Resp, where we Sow'd not and Gather, 
where we have not Strew'a 2 Does the Gentleman re- 
ply, thar he Performs his Bargain 2 We Accufehim 
not of a Non-Performance of his Bargain, we lay 
nor that Injuftice to his Charge. No ; our Accu. 
fation is, that the Bargain was Unjuft. And there- 
fore the Bare Performance of an Unjuft Bargain 
will not Pronounce him Guiltlefs of Injuftice. Bur 
Goes he ftill urge to his Servant with the Houfe- 
holder in-the Golpel ; Friend, I do thee no Wrong 3; 
didft tiou not Agree with me for a Penny? Take that 
tine is, and go thy way. Woes he take refuge in 
Mat common Sentence, Volenti non fit Injuria ; no 
Injury is done toa Willing Mind, But in an{wer to 
this twofold Plea we woud farft oblerve, that the 

xample of the Houfeholder is nothing to the Pur- 
Pole, unlefs it can be prov'’d, that he had eggag’d 
‘ke Labourer in an Unreafonable Bargain. But 


this cannot be Collected from either Text or Con 
text. And as for that common Sentencé, we al< 
low of it’s force in it’s proper place. But here we 
muft confider, that a Willingnefs proceeding from 
Neceffity, from Extreme Neceffity, is no Willing- 
nefs with regard tothe true notion of Juftice. Who. 
rather than Encounter with Oppreffive Want, tham 
Engage with that Armed Man, wou'd nor fella 
Jewel for a Trifle? And yer Unjuft the Buyer; 
that Accepts of the Jewel upon fuch Eafy Terms 
that does not allow the Seller a more Proportionable 
Price: However therefore fome may by reafon of 
their Afflicting Circumftances be Willing to Comply 
with the utmoft Severity of an Uniculehable Bar- 
gain, we muft yet allow, that ( norwithftanding it 
may feem a Paradox ) they are Unwillingly Will- 
ing to comply therewith, To take Advantage of 
the Neceflities of the Needy ; not only to Agree 
with them for a Difproportionable Allowance, but 
to Confine them alfo from a more fuirable Bargain 
elfewhere, what is this bur in Scripture- language to 
Grind the Poor, nay, to do it ina more than Ordi« 
nary degree, What an Heathen Comedian fays, is 
at leaft Applicable here ; Summum Fus Summa Inz 
juria 3 the Stridie/t Fustice is the Greateft Injury. 
But were there no Injuftice in the cafe, yet we may 
confider,thar things Strictly Juft are frequently Un- 
equitable. Nay, and tho’ the cafe were Equitable 
too, it is yet Obfervable, that Equitable Proceed- 
ings are fjometimes at leaft Uncharirable. And whe- 
ther the Gentleman be not Uncharirable and Unee 
quitable, is Obvious to the Determination of the 
moft Iilicerate, if they have bur the leaft Concepti- 
on of Charity and Equity. Thistherefore our Re- 
folution of the Cafe,namely,that three great Branch. 
es of both Nacural and Reveal'd Religion, Chari- 
ty, Equity, and Juftice, Summon the Criminal to 
the Bar of Confcience, Command his Appearance 
before thar Awful, tho’ Invifible, Tribunal, and 
lay a Threetold Appeal againft him. 
Q. Wry were the Gnoftick Hereticks call’d by that 
name, and how Early did they {pring up e 
A.AS Simon Magus wasthe Father of the Gnofticks, 
fo he beganto Broach his Herefy within two Years 
after the Afcenfion of cur Lord. The Gnofficks 
Ddd were 


















































were afterwards Divided into feveral Branches, and 
fo Intefted the Churchthroughour the firft Century, 
that that Century is call’d S.ccu/um Gnofticum, the 
Gnoftick Age. They Excluded good Works as not 
at all Neceffary to Salvation, which they plac’d in 
Knowledg only, whence they took the name. of 
Gnofticks. ' 

Q. Gentlemen, You are defired to gi 
in thefe two folowing Queries. 

Firft, Whether there be one or more Soulsin Man, 
Conformable to the Animaland Rational Faculties : Al- 
fo,whether the Rational Soul be Propagated inthe fame 
Manner as that of other living Creatures, or whether 
it be Intmediately created and Infus'd by God ? 

A. By the fir Queftion, we prefume, you mean, 
whether Man has nortwo Souls, namely, one ro 
Rank him under the common Genus of Animal ; the 
other to Diftinguith him by the Particular Spectes of 
Man. But we have formerly Difallow'd of this by 
Proving, ‘that Beafts and all ocher Animals are en- 
dued with Rational Souls, and that the Diftinction 
berween the Soul of Man and thatof other Animals 
Confifts in thar; namely, that Man only is endued 
with fuch a Degree of Reafon, as tobe capable of 
Religion, Whence fome have thought fir, as we 
then obferv'd,to give this Definition of Maa, to wit, 
that he is Animal Reliziofum, a Religious Animal, or 
an Animal Capable of Moral Actions, If it be en- 
quired, whether Animals have nor another Soul 
befides a Rational Soul, which is their Vical Prin- 
ciple, as the other is their Rational Principle, we 
an{wer, that we have lately fhewn, that Lite Con- 
fifts in the Mechanical and Neceflary Motion of the 
Blood, &&e, 

As to. your fecond Queftion, the Souls of neither 
Men nor other Animals can be Propagated as rheir 
Bodies, thatis, be Deriv'd from Traduction, inas- 
much as they are Rational, and coniequently Im- 
material, as upon other occafions we have mote Par- 
ticularly fhewn, For Traduction imp!ies Divifion, 
and Divifion Pasts. But an Immaterial Subftance 
is Void of Parts. Whence it foliows, that Man 
receives his Soul by way of Infufion. But notwith- 
ftanding fuch Infufion, it is ftill a Queftion, whe- 
ther the Soul Infus’d proceed from Preexiftence or 
Immediate Creation. But we have given a Parti- 
cular Solution of this ina former Paper. 

Q. Whether the Globe of the Earth be Equidiftant 
from all parts of the Empyreal Heaven. livether as 
Aftronomers fay, it turns not upon an Axis ? 

A. That the Earth not only turns upon it’s own 
Axis, but alfo annually moves round the Sun, we 
have had feveral occafions to declare.

HE Advices trom Naples Aug. 27th are, that af, 
T ter Capt. Trafca has carry’d the Recruits to the 
Garrifonsin fufcany, he is to go thence with his Ships 
to Reggio, where the 4000 Men rais’d by the Barons ot 
Calabria are to Rendezvous, by the 5th of Sept. in or- 
der to be imploy’d in the Expedition againft Sicily, for 
which End 1000 Horfe are likewife upon their~March 
thither, as likewife 6000 Foot which are alfo to Em. 
bark there ;that they are in daily expectation of the Con. 
tederate Fleet; rhatrhe Prince of Darmitad and the Ge- 
nerals Vaubonne, Elbeut, and others, hold themfelves
